DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
EUROPEAN PATENT OFFICE (EPO) 03103841.7 with a filing date 10/16/2003. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
16,2008 has been entered. 

3. Amendment of claims 1 -4 and 8-9 and cancellation of claim 7 in the amendment 
filed on April 16, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 1-6 and 8-9 are pending in the 
application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The rejection of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph has been 

overcome in the amendment filed on April 29, 2008. 

5. Claims 1-6 and 8-9 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. The closest reference is Van Der Schaaf et al. 
US 6,858,643, which discloses crystalline forms of fluvastatin sodium. The difference 
between the instant claims and Van Der Schaaf et al is that the instant polymorph Form 
G have not been found. A suggestion for modification of above reference to obtain the 
instant invention has not been found. Claims 1-6 and 8-9 are allowed.
